Angeles city is the Pontifex Maximus of 
the day.

The Romans were the great road builders of the 


roads lead to Rome.” But the Roman roads and 
their aid in spreading civilization are “a tale that 
is told.” The Pontifex does not offer sacrifice when 
a river is to be bridged. But we still must have 
both roads and bridges if civilization is to last. 


Let the roads decay and the bridges fall, and the 


return to barbarism is then a fact. 

These four bridges which the city is about to con- 
struct cross the river at Seventh street, at Main, at 
Buena Vista and the Arroyo de los Posos.

Another feature of this work which seems to us 
commendable is that the material is to be re'nforced 
cement. re are several reasons why this should 
be approved.
